In  dry  weather  water  frequently  with  liquid  manure,  and  as  they  advance  in 
growth  hoe  deep,  and  draw  the  earth  to  the  stems;  as  they  begin  to  head,  water  frequently,  and  keep  the  soil  open  by  deephoeings, 
and  break  the  large  leaves  over  the  flower  to  protect  it  from  the  sun  and  rain.  On  the  approach  of  frost  the  plants  which  have  not  been 
headed  may  be  planted  out  in  a cellar,  where  they  can  be  aired  in  mild  weather,  when  they  will  form  fine  heads.
